GEORGE BARRERE 


The World’s Most Distinguished Flautist 


ME: BARRERE is known as the greatest of the 

few real virtuosi of the flute. Ever since in 1895 
he took the first prize at the Paris Conservatory, his 
career has been devoted to the development of the 
wind instrument as a serious factor in the concert 
and chamber music field, and two splendid organiza- 
tions are monuments to his endeavors in this direc- 
tion, namely, ‘“‘La Societe Moderne d’Instruments a 
Vent” of Paris, and the well known Barrere Ensem- 
ble of the United States. It is commonly said that 
up to the time Mr. Barrere came to America (May 
1905), no real virtuoso of the flute had been heard in 
this country, the current belief being that the flute 
was an instrument for orchestral music and not 
intended for solo playing. Mr. Barrere has proven 
the contrary. Wherever he has played he has opened 
to the public a knowledge of the important literature 
of the flute, and hisrepertoire includes works by all of the most important masters.

(pes Columbia. Graphophone Com- 

pany recently made an announce- 
ment in many respects outranking in 
importance any previously made in 
the quarter century of its existence, 
namely a series of exclusive Columbia 
Records by Alessandro Bonci, ‘the most 
artistic singer in all the world.” 


Were Bonci a singer new to the 
American public it might serve some 
purpose perhaps to elaborate upon his 
career and to analyze the 
qualities which cause his 
name to stand out above 
all others as a synonym 
for everything that is 
flawless and exquisite in 
vocalart. Such is obvi- 
ously not necessary here. 


Salient facts in 
Bonci’s American career, 
however, stand out as

T remained for the Columbia Graphophone Company 
to convince Josef Hofmann that he could be given 
adequate artistic representation through the medium of 
sound records, and though he had persistently refused 
for years to listen to proposals of this nature from any

The World Renowned Conductor 


(Is Now Associated with the Columbia) 


‘THE above announcement carried the message of 

an entirely new departure in recording affairs 
and a most important step in the phenomenal prog- 
ress of the Columbia Company. For the first time 
a conductor of pre-eminent position and world-wide 
fame in the directing of symphonic music has con- 
ducted a symphony orchestra for the making of 
records, marking the commencement of still another 
step in the recording art. 


To say that Weingartner is the world’s greatest 
orchestra leader would be saying no more than what 
a majority of the best informed believe. It is 
certain at least that he is amongst the three 
greatest, and likewise that he has received the 
highest stipend ever paid to any conductor, namely 
the sum of twelve thousand dollars paid to him by 
the New York Symphony Orchestra in 1905 for the 
conducting of eight concerts.

Special trains were run for these occasions and in spite of the handicap of 
distance the concerts were enormously successful financially

this time. The magnificent harmonies of the ‘‘Liebestod’”’? from ‘Tristan’ 
have never been so wonderfully revealed in their breadth and sonority. The 
gracious melodiousness of Weber’s “Invitation to the Dance” as arranged by 
Weingartner himself is a tonal delight that will never pall.

BARRERE, George, flautist. 


R. BARRERE is known as the greatest of the few real virtuosi of 

the flute. As an exponent of this instrument Mr. Barrere has 

for many years been conceded a position that is paramount and 
unassailable. Ever since in 1895 he took the first prize at the Paris 
Conservatory, his career has been devoted to the development of the 
wind instrument as a serious factor in the concert and chamber music 
field, and two splendid organizations are monuments to his endeavors 
in this direction, namely, La Societe Moderne d’ Instruments a vent of 
Paris, and the well known Barrere Ensemble of the United States. It 
is commonly said that up to the time Mr. Barrere came to America 
(May 1905), no real virtuoso of the flute had been heard in this coun-

[ BEETHOVE N, Ludwig Van—generally acknowledged to be the greatest master of 
symphonic musical composition the world has so far known, was born at 
Bonn-on Rhine December 16th, 1770 and died in Vienna March 26th, 
1827. Under him the allied classic forms of the pianoforte sonata, 
concerto, string-quartette and orchestral symphony reached the 
fullest glory of their development. At eight years of age Beethoven 
was a finished interpreter of the violin and piano, but after complete 
deafness closed in upon him in his twenty-eighth year he devoted 
himself almost exclusively to composition.

HE Columbia Graphophone Company recently made an announce- 
ment in many respects outranking in importance any previously 
made in the quarter century of its existence, namely the first of a 

series of exclusive Columbia Records by Alessandro Bonci, ‘‘the most 
artistic singer in the world.”’ 


Were Bonci a singer new to the American public it might serve 
some purpose perhaps to elaborate upon his career and to analyze the 
qualities which cause his name to stand out above all others as a 
synonym for everything that is flawless and exquisite in vocal art. 
Such at this time obviously is scarcely necessary. 


Salient facts in Bonci’s American career, however, stand out as 
landmarks in the musical history of this country. His first appearance ~ 
in America was made in New York in the Fall of 1906, at which time BONCI 
he inaugurated the first season of grand opera in Oscar Hammerstein’s Photo Schlattman 
ManhattanOperaHouse. His success wasimmediate and overwhelming 
and at no time since then has it decreased or suffered eclipse. After two seasons of 
successive triumphs at the Manhattan, Bonci accepted a call to sing the principal bel canto 
roles in the premier opera house of North America, the Metropolitan, New York, where he 
remained for the two seasons following. It wasrapidly becoming evident to this supreme 
artist, however, that 2 much wider field of artistic usefulness than even the most exalted 
operatic position was awaiting him in the concert and recital field of this country. In 1910 
he made his first concert tour, one of the most triumphant ever accomplished in North 
rifle] Even greater success attended the transcontinental tour of 1911-12 which 
followed. 


To adequately estimate Bonci’s vocal and interpretational abilities demands a treatise 
in itself—something that is obviously impossible here. It isnot alone inthe quality but in 
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B the infinite variety of his art that heexcels. His voice is an instrument of beauty absolutely 
0 subservient to his will and his musical intelligence is totally unimpeachable. 
In saying that the Bonci records are thoroughly representative of the singer and his 
art we feel that we can bestow upon them no higher praise.

AVALIERI’S fame is world wide and is justly earned by vocal and 

histrionic talents of extraordinary worth. Although she is known 

as ‘‘the most beautiful woman on the stage”’ she relies entirely on her 

capabilities as an artist to maintain her position at the head of her 
profession. 

Interesting as are her career and her personality, the records Cavalieri 
has sung for the Columbia are still moreso. In these the art of record- 
ing the soprano voice is shown atits best. Every note is clear, true and 
musical, and, as reproduced, has exactly the same tonal and dramatic 
inflection as when rendered originally by the singer in our laboratory:

CHOPIN, Francois Frederic.—The most gifted of all composers for 
the pianoforte, born near Warsaw, Feb. 26, 1810, died in Paris, Oct. 
17, 1849. Chopin is known as the supreme poet of tone color and

HE superiority of Columbia recording methods are wonderfully 
demonstrated in these recordings of one of the most_remarkable 
boy-soprano voices ever heard in this country. Though only 

recently appointed soloist of the famous Grace Church Choir in New 
York, Edgar Donovan has for the past two years been rapidly gaining 
recognition as being in many respects unique among the boy singers of 
the United States, more especially by reason of the wholly ultra- 
youthful qualities of temperament and mature intelligence that are 
strikingly shown in everything he sings. His interpretation even of 
songs of sentiment is authoritative and his repertory is uurestricted. 
His new position in Grace Church has brought him prominently into 
the lime-light and he will probably be heard in most of the musical 
centres of America during the coming seasons. In the two represent- 
ative soprano songs below listed, he finds many opportunities for the 
most telling vocal effects.

HE work of this sterling artist is familiar to all who have followed the 
fortunes of that excellent company of singers gathered together 
by Oscar Hammerstein and who later were taken over almost without 
exception into the Philadelphia-Chicago Opera Company, where Mr. 
Dufranne still is. In hearing him it is easy to believe how thoroughly 
idolized he was by the French public previous to his American debut, 
and how uniformly successful he has been since his inception into the 
operatic affairs of America. His opulence of tone and complete mas- 
tery of the vocal art, his thorough sense of artistic expression and his 
dramatic forcefulness have gained for him a place that is distinctively 
his own, and few baritones can equal him in the esteem of the public 
to which he appeals. His voice is an unusually effective record making 
DUFRANNE instrument and his numbers are particularly well chosen.

DVORAK, Antonin, the greatest of modern Bohemian composers, was born in 1841. 
It was designed by his father, an inn keeper that he should follow the butcher’s trade and 
his early life as a musician was beset by many difficulties. It wasin 1873 that his first 
general recognition came to him and since then he has been conceded a place amongst 
composers of the first rank. Dvorak spent three years in New York City in the early 
nineties as artistic director of the National Conservatory, a result of his stay being the 
wonderful ‘Symphony From the New World,” which has for its basic motive a number 
of the American plantation melodies.

HANDEL, Georg Friedrich—under whom the oratorio form reached 
its highest state of development, was born in Halle, Germany, in 
1685, died 1759 in London. Hindel’s father, who was surgeon and 
valet to the Prince of Saxe-Magdeburg, designed him for the profes- 
sion of law, and it was only in the face of strenuous opposition that 
young Handel was enabled to pursue his musical studies. His first 
endeavors in composition took the form of Italian opera, and over 
thirty of these works were eventually completed by him. Of these, 
however, scarcely one remains in published form to testify to his 
activity. In 1710 Handel visited England and in 1718 took up his 
permanent residence there. It wasin England that his great oratorios 
“The Messiah,’’ ‘‘Samson,”’ ‘‘Judas Maccabaeus,” ‘‘Joshua’”’ and ‘‘Acis 
and Galatea’’ were written and first publicly heard.

M UCH had already been said and written about Morgan Kingston, in 

the United States, but it remained for the Columbia to present 

his actual voice to the American public some months in advance 

of his extremely successful debut with the Century Opera Company, 
in New York, on September 15th, 1913. 

Kingston’s voice is one of those rare ‘‘finds’’ which are so often 
reported but which so often later disappear and are heard from no 
more. Its owner was not trained for music. When his vocal possi- 
bilities were first realized he was foreman of a Staffordshire colliery, 
in which for fourteen years—from his early boyhood—he had been 
working. A voice such as he was known to possess, however could 
not long remain obscured even in such humble surroundings, and the 

KINGSTON inevitable appreciator of genuinely exceptional natural vocal talent 

heard the young tenor and took him in hand. Within a comparatively 

short time from earning five shillings a day in the mines he was one of the highest: paid 

and most sought- after singers in the United Kingdom. His voice has remarkable range 

in both upper and lower registers, is rich and manly in quality and under perfect con- 

trol. His resources of expression are great and he sings at all times with the intelligence 
of a born artist.

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LISZT, Franz, (1811- 1886), one of the greatest figures in musical Seer was a Hun- 


garian by birth. At the age of nine he was a finished musician but 
his precocity seems to have in no way impaired his later activity and 
development.

MENDELSSOHN-BARTHOLDY, Felix, (1809-1847)—one of the greatest of 


German composers, was the son of a Hamburg banker. Mendelssohn 
was brought up in a musical atmosphere and early manifested his great 
talent for composition, particularly in the creation of orchestra music. 
His overture to ‘‘A Midsummer Night’s Dream’’ written when he was 
seventeen is one of the most remarkable instances of his early activity. 
His oratorios, ‘‘Elijah’’ and “St. Paul,’’ remain the only truly great 
examples of this form since the days of Hindel and Haydn. Many of 
his songs are also extremely popular and his ‘‘Songs Without Words’’ 
for the piano are favorites in every country.

MOZART, Wolfgang Amadeus, (1756-1791)—whose name is perhaps the most 


illustrious i in all musical history, was the son of a musician of Salzburg. 
Mozart in his earliest years manifested extraordinary talent and at the 
age of four could play the piano creditably. Before his sixth year he had 
commenced the composition of miniature pieces. During his childhood 
Mozart traveled the breadth of Europe; was honored by royalty and 
became the recipient of distinctions such as had never before been paid 
to one of his years. At the age of eight his first compositions were pub- 
lished and up to his seveuteenth year his career was a continuous 
triumph. Atthat time, however, his friend and protector, the Arch- 
bishop of Salzburg, died, and under his inappreciative and inartistic 
successor the tide of Mozart’s affairs commenced to turn. His marriage 
a few years later to the flighty and careless Constance. Weber further 
increased his cares. Despite poverty and official neglect however, 
Mozart’s productivity continued unabated. In his thirtieth year his 
MOZART delightful opera buffa ‘‘The Marriage of Figaro’’ made its appearance 





Photo Breitkopf & Hartel anda year later his masterpiece ‘Don Giovanni’’ was produced. In 
1791 appeared the wonderful ‘‘Magic Flute.’’ But, buoyant as his 


nature was, Mozart could not endure permanently the tribulations that assailed him. 
Toward the close of 1791 his health failed rapidly and at the early age of thirty-five he 
sank beneath the combined weight of poverty, neglect, disillusionment and finally acute 
disease. The definite place of his burial is not known. 

In the musical firmament the name of Mozart shines with a lustre which the lapse of 
years, lengthening into centuries, seems but to brighten. His supreme genius and his 
Joyous and many-sided nature reveal themselves instinctively in his every composition, 
and through his music in its perennial freshness and delicacy there runs the spirit of 
eternal youth.

HE most charming voice and the most winsome personality among 
the new stars of opera and the American concert stage are now a 
Columbia recording asset.

Her first season (1910-11) with the Philadelphia-Chicago Opera 
Company, during which she also fulfilled many outside concert and recital engagements, 
was a triumphant repetition of her European successes, and each year since then she 
has returned to receive a greater public endorsement than ever before. 

With all her youthfulness and girlish charm, there is nothing that smacks of 
immaturity in Miss Teyte’s art. Her interpretations are at all times those of an earnest, 
finished and thoroughly experienced artist. The Columbia takes unusual pride in offering 
to the American public these first recordings by her.

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WAGNER, Richard (1813- 1893), the most original and revolutionary genius geree ts 


music has yet known, was a native of Leipzig, and in his boyhood 
showed himself of a strong literary bent, but with no particular leaning 
toward music as 4 career. The hearing of a Beethoven symphony at 
an impressionable age, however, reversed his ideas completely,and he 
commenced musical study with all the enthusiasm of his intense and 
exceedingly vigorous nature. His first: three essays in opera, ‘‘Rienzi’’ 
included, were unsuccessful, and not for many years after, was Wagner 
recognized for the great original genius the world acclaims today. His 
‘“Fliegende Hollander” (Flying Dutchman), produced in 1843, precipi- 
tated a musical controversial conflict such as has no parallel in musical 
history. With privation, if not actual destitution, persistently await- 
ing him, Wagner wrote in succession his twogreatest romantic operas, 
‘“Tannhaiiser’’ and ‘“Lohengrin,’’ neither of which was produced, how- |} 
ever, until long after written. In 1854 the first of the music dramas of WAGNER 
the ‘‘Nibelungen Ring,” ‘‘Das Rheingold,”’ was finished. “Die Walkiire”’ Photo Breitkopf & Hartel 


followed in 1856, ‘‘Siegfried” in 1869, and ‘‘Gotterdammerung” in 1874. Wagner’s career 
during this period was one of incessant vicissitude and a continuous conflict with almost 
insuperable obstacles placed in his way by contemporary critics and authorities. In 1849 
he was forced to give up his directorship of the Dresden Opera, to which he was appointed 
in 1843, and hurriedly fled the city to escape arrest for supposed complicity in a 
revolution against the Saxon government. Fora period he found shelter with Liszt 
in Weimar, thence proceeded to Paris and finally to Zurich, where for years he made a 
living as _a conductor of symphony concerts, and where much of his best work was 
completed. His marriage in 1836 to Minna Planer resulted unhappily, and after a 
separation in 1861 he married Liszt’s daughter, Cosima, who survived him. His finan- 
cial distress was finally relieved by King Ludwig II. of Bavaria, who placed ample funds 
at his disposal for the carrying out of his projects. In chronological order Wagner’s 
other works are, “Tristan and Isolde,’’ completed in 1859; ‘‘Die Meistersinger,’’ first

The partnership of Weber and Fields dates from the time when 
Joe Weber was a very small boy and Lew Fields was even 
smaller and six months younger. They went to_ school together 
in New York City, and Fields tells how he used to look up to 
Weber because he had the courage to smoke cigarettes on the sly. 
Finally turned out of school because they could not confine their 
fun-making powers to recess time, the two future comedians 
WEBER & FIELDS went on the stage in asmall pickaninny act, using a black make-up. It 
Photo Hall was a success from the first night, and so started their thirty-four years 
of stage partnership. Within a comparatively few years they were known as the most 
popular and highest priced vaudeville team in America, and the next step was to secure 
a stage home of their own, which was effected by the establishment of the Weber-Fields 
Music Hall in New York. Here they continued _until their separation in 1905. Their 
reunion in the Spring of 1912 at the Broadway Theatre was a matter of felicitation for 
all who like clean and wholesome comedy. It is unnecessary, however, to say more 
to a public that_has been entertained so royally for so many years to insure an interest 
in the Weber and Fields records such as has been rarely equaled in recording affairs.

WEINGARTNER, Felix, musical director. 


HE announcement of symphony orchestra records conducted by 

Felix Weingartner carried the message of an entirely new departure 

in recording affairs and a most important step in the phenomenal 
progress of the Columbia Company. 

To say that Weingartner is the world’s greatest orchestra leader 
would be saying no more than what a majority of the best informed 
believe. It is certain at least that he is amongst three greatest. 

Weingartner was reared in the best traditions of the German school, 
in which the orchestra reaches its highest development. Commencing 
his studies in Leipzig in 1881, he shortly after became associated with 
Liszt i in Weimar and some years later, efter filling several minor posts 
in Hamburg, Leipzig and Mannheim, he was appointed to the coveted WEINGARTNER 
post of director at the Imperial Opera in Berlin and of the Court  Phete Breitkopf& Hartel 
Orchestra. In 1907 he succeeded Mahler as director of the Imperial Opera in Vienna, 
having in the meantime paid frequent and triumphant visits to England and the United 
States. In 1912, through the enterprise of Mr. Henry Russell, he conducted a short 
series of operatic performances in the Boston Opera House and appeared there again in 
1913, during which period his contract with the Columbia was made. 

The dynamic force and genius of the great conductor in handling the various voices of 
the orchestra and imparting expression and tone color to interpretations are fortunately 
personal qualities that lose little or nothing in being transferred to records through the 
Columbia process.

__ “A man of large and powerful physique, he plays with a bold and manly vigor, and yet 
with exquisite delicacy. He is a master of phrasing and of all beauties of detail, has a 
wonderfully perfect technique, but that quality which places him at the head of all rivals is 
his musical feeling, his temperament. He has been compared to Rubinstein. He inspires 
his hearers, or, as it was once expressed, very neatly, ‘he creeps up under your vest.’ He 
disarms criticism, and he seems to be more completely part of his violin and his violin of 
him than has been the case with any other player. He has been declared to be not inferior 
to Joachim in tone production. He combines Sarasate’s tenderness of tone and showy 
technique with more manliness and sincerity than Sarasate gives.

His American tour, during the season of 1912-13, undertaken after an absence of almost 
eight years, was a succession of triumphs such as have seldom been seen in this country.

The following explanation is in reality a summary of direc- 
tions for the demonstrator, or the teacher, to instruct boys 
and girls: 

Before the record is started, the teacher announces to the class 
that they will prepare for assembly, recess, drill or dismissal, as the 
case may be.

At the sound of the last syllable of the word “ATTENTION” the 
boys and girls stand erect, using the gymnastic “‘snap-back.” Follow- 
ing the words “FORWARD, MARCH,” the bugle call is heard, and 
“sound off” is given by the drums, to which rhythm the boys and 
girls mark time and are ready to march at the beginning of the Band 
Music, starting with the left foot on the first beat. 

The march is well accented. It has a special School flavor in both 
melody and rhythm, is written in excellent march time, and does not 
fail to hold the attention of the boys and girls. 

On the other side of the record is a very spirited march, the

Designate the selections by their numbers Only—do not give the names. 


State whether you wish your order shipped by Express, Freight or Parcel 
Post. If this is not done, shipment will be made by the cheapest route. 


Remit by Bank Draft, Postal or Express Money Order, or currency 
enclosed in Registered Letter. Do not.send personal check, as that method 
occasions delay in shipping. 

The nature of the record-making business is such that it is impossible to . 
avoid occasionally running out of some selections. Customers are advised 
tomake a DOUBLE LIST, giving first and second choice, the second choice 
to be used for substituting for any of the first choice which are out of stock. 


Unless directly instructed not to do so, other records, in character as 
close as possible to those ordered, will be substituted for any which may 
be out of stock, to the extent necessary to send'the full quantity of records 
ordered.
